The  use  of  signals  is  a  rea¬ 
sonable  and  legally  essential 
requirement--  of  all  turning 
maneuvers.

Limestone  Farm  is  located  Seven  miles  east  pf  Char¬ 
lottesville,  Virginia  on  the  Richmond  Road  U.  S.  route 
#  250.  Limestone  was  formerly  owned  by  James  Mon¬ 
roe,  5th  President  of  the  United  States. 

Monroe  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  House  of 
Delegates  in  Virginia;  Minister  to  France;  Governor  of 
Virginia;  Minister  to  Great  Britian  and  Envoy  to  Spain; 
Secy  of  State;  Secy  of  War,  and  then  President  in  1817. 

The  wings  of  the  house  shown  here  as  well  as  a  Brick 
&  Frame  building  at  the  rear  of  the  main  residence  were 
built  in  1794  as  evidenced  by  the  carpenter  marking  on 
a  beam,  and  again  listed  on  Mutual  Insurance  policy 
dated  August  1800.  and  signed  by  James  Monroe  in 
which  he  states  “occupied  by  myself." 

Limestone-Plantation  if  a  part  of  the  grant  of  1200 
acres’ patented  by  Charles  Lewis  in  1731,  which  was 
located  on  both  sides  of  the  Rivanna  River. 

Limestones’  buildings  date  to  Aug.  30.  1794,  as  seen 


on  the  carvings  on  the  beam  of  the  Monroe  Law  office, 
which  stands  to  the  rear  d>f  the  main  dwelling. 

Lime  for  the  University  of  Virginia  &  Monticello  was 
taken  from  this  farm.  This  property  is  now  owned  by 
Mr.  &  Mrs.  Donald  D.  Florence,  who  purchased  it  in 
1948.  Mr.  Florence  is  President  of  F.  B.  K.  Realtors 
with  offices  in  Arlington  Heights  and  Mount  Prospect.
